Tbe smoke signal from sthe Vatican 
this morning waa white and shortly 
afterward it was announced that 
Achilleo Cardinal Rattl, an lUlIan, 
had been elected to succeed Benedict 
XV. 

When the scrutiny of the ballots 
within the secret conclave in the fiis- 
tlne Chapel showed this morning that 
the necessary majority of two-thirds 
had been received by Cardinal Rattl, 
the secretary of the conclave, the mas- 
ter.s of ( cri'niony and the sacristan of 
the Valli'iM wore admitted to the 
chapel 

The cardinal deacon and heads of 
the other orders of cardinals present- 
ed themselves to Haiti and asked If 
he accepted the election. Receiving an 
affirmative reply, the white smoke hIr- 
nal, to tell tho waiting throng out.slde 
the Vatican that a successor to Bcne- 
illct XV had been chosen, was released 
and the canopies of all the other card- 
inals seated about the Sistine Chapel 
fell to the flood. Only the canopy of 
itatti remained upright 

Rattl's election was not a° surprise, 
although he was one of the newest 
cnrdlnnls. having been created In 
lune, IfiL'l. by the late Pope Benedict. 

The newly-elected cardinal was 
then asked what name he would take 
n-i pope nnd he replied: 

"I'hiB XI." 

He p.ive his reasons for ihi' selec- 
tion and the priest who was attached 
to Cardinal Ra|tie waa admitted to the 
conclave. 

The secretary of the conclave and 
the priest then proceeded with the 
robing of the newly-elected pope. One 
of the three white robes which had 
i x en prepared for the ceremony was 
put upon Ratti, and the secretary of 
the cnnelavo knelt and handed to him 
the white cap Which dealgnatea him 
as supreme pontiff. 

Thus attired the new pope returned 
to the chnpel and ascended the tem- 
porary papal throne which had been 
prepared dverlooklnc the seat^ of the 
cardinal The first honiat-'e was paid 
to the new piipe by tho car lln.Tls in 
order 

Cardinal Casparrl, who as cardinal 
camcrleiiRO had retained temporary 
papal authority, then was required to 
approach the throne and plve to Pope 
Plus XI the ring of St. Peter, which 
|wlll be turned over later to the pre- 
fect of the ceremonies to have Rattl's 
name inscribed upon it The cardinals 
then returned to their cells to await 
formal announcement to the publle of 
the election. 

Thp head of the cardinal deacons 
appeared before the eager throng ottt- 
•ilde the Vatican, which was crowdlnif 
forward to rercive the first papal 
hlesBlnR and announced to the thou- 
sands swarmlne In the PInzzo ni Snn 
pietro the fact that a now pope had 
been elected. Up cave Rattl's name as 
when tho now pope was a cardinal.

PROSECUTION OF 
HUSIMNDSUYER 

.Mrn. Osa Uc.Voss, Former llcsideat of 
I'iemlngshnnr, M ho Slew Her Has. 
bund, Found Insane and Sent 
To Ohiu Asylum. 

The Cincinnati Knqulrer says: 
There was a distressing scene In 
I'robtate Judge William M. Lenders' 
'.'ourt Saturday, when Mrs. Osa De- 
Moss, 42 years old, was committed to 
Lima State Hospital for the Criminal 
Insane, her only child, a son, Bver- 
ett DeMoss, virtually refused to recog- 
nise her, declaring: "I love her, and 
It's a hard thing to do, but she took 
from me the best friend I had " 

Mrs. DeMoss shot and killed her 
husband, Charles De.Moss, in their 
home at 421 East Third street. Decem- 
ber 19 last. She fired six bullets Into 
the back of his neck, from a revolver, 
»hlch, she said yesterday, she bought 
year airo and had carried constantly, 
'inccaled in her apron pocket, since 
1 en. .\Ir.s. DeMoss has been confined 
n Iinspitalrt for tlio insane four times, 
wicc at the Kentucky State Hospital, 
md twice at the State Hospital at 
iaytoii. Ohio, Her son said his father 
d taken her from the Dayton bos- 
liial against his advice and the advice 
if others. 

When questioned by Judge Lueders 
and court allenlsta, Mrs. DeMoss ex- 
pressed no remorse fOr her act She 
aid her husband had threatened to

— A large 
portion of the approximately 200,000,- 
000 pounds of hurley tobacco controll- 
ed by the Burley Tobacco Growers 
Co-operative .Association has been 
sold "at very satisfactory prices," and 
prospects are liright for tho early sale 
of the remainder, James C. Stone, 
vice-president and general manager, 
announced Saturday. 

Mr. Stone declined to state how 
much of the crop has been sold or at 
what prices, saying he was "not able 
to make an intelligent report" at that 
time on the auantlty, price, or tbe 
buyers. 

The leaf thus far sold has been to 
aereml buyers, Mr. stone said, and 
much of It was In winter order, '^e 
are very optimistic over prospects fOr 
the sale of the entire crop seen, with 
most of It In winter order," Mr. Stone 
said. Winter order is tobacco In loose- 
leaf form. Sale In winter order means 
that the redrying process Is In the 
l^ands of the buyer. 

Twenty million pounds of the pool 
tobacco has been sold for an average 
of between 20 and 30 cents to the Lig- 
gett and Myers Coiupany. according tO 
well founded r": orts Saturday. 

Ralph M. Ba'-Iior, director of ware- 
houses for the eo-pperatlve associa- 
tion, said Saturday that the Liggett 
and Myers Company was one of the 
purchasers, but declined to state the 
amount bought or the flgure paid. 

James Pryor, local manager for Lig- 
gett and Myers, declined to make a 
statement with refference to the ra- 
tio rt, which came originally from one 
of the officials of the pool.

The onlv man in tlie stale who answcra this desccription in every 
])artieular is President W. A. Ganfield of Carroll College, Wankeaha, 
and he it is who may toss his scholarly hat into the ring, aoeordinpr to 
information that is looked on as unusually uustworthy here. 

The combination of qualities President Ganfield will bring into 
the campaign, should lie deeide to enter the eoiitest. w unusnal. In 
his long political career Senator La Follettc ha» never had to go up 
against anything exactly like it. On several occasions Senator La 
Follette has taken the ineasun- of some fellow proctitioner in law, 
!)ut he never mateh with an authority on history, economics, theology 
and other subjects witii which Pre.sideut Ganfield is eonversant. 

Until last year Dr. Ganfield was president of Centre College, 
Kentuoky, the little Blue Grass school whose football team downed 
mighty Harvard and some other big fellows of the same class. The 
upbuilding of Centre and the team work and pep it put into its stti- 
dent body are largely attributed to the dynamic personality of Or 
Ganfield during the four years he was at the head of the institution. 

Dr. Ganfield went to Centre from the ehair of history and eeo 
nomios at Carroll, which he had iield since 1907. His Hueeess as an 
administrator made the trustees of Carroll eager to get him back 
Previous to 1907, he was a Presbyterian pastor at Green Bay. 

As a speaker Dr. Ganfield is forceful, eoueisc nnd lopical. Thosi 
who have heard him express no doubt of his ability to best Champioji 
Bob on the stump.— Milwauke e Journal. 

THE STATE POLICE BILL. 



Areh Hamilton of Lexington, who has developed into one of the 
ablest representatives in the Kentucky house, has introduced the 
proposed state police bill. The Interior Journal would like to see 
that bill enacted into law for two good reasons and maybe more, 
tut these two are sufficient for present considerations: 

1. .State poliee would not bee needed if local officials would en 
force the laws or if grand juries would do their duty and indict 
them for failing to do so. 

2. Even if sheriffs did do their duty uniformly all over the 
state, they would not have cnoush ftfr^e in cases of emergency to 
handle an emergency, the averu};. -herifi hiwinir only enough depu- 
ties to transact the ordinary routine of his office. 

Aside from these two reasons, good enough for us, there is the 
record of the state poliet- in othiT states. It is one of successful pur- 
suit and punishment of criminals wherever it is a part of the peace 
system of the state, of duty well done, of persistence in following the 
evil-doer, and of 1)etter pace conditions generally than in states 
which have no sueli force. 
' The only objection the Interior .lournal has to the bill is the 
size of the salaries proposed. We do not believe the beat men for 
that kind of work can be obtained for the salaries, the men in the 
ranks being fdven only $1,000 a year, lieutenants $2,000 and captains 
$2,400. The number of men is left to the discretion of the superin- 
tendent, or chief, whose salary is not fixed by the act and who is 
allowed a deputy None of the force may be removed except upon 
charges preferred and sustained before the governor. 

The probable cost is indicated by the fact that ^5,000 is apro- 
priatcd from the general fund for the next two years, or $112,500 a 
year. It comes fairly yhigh. hut if the new state poliee force can 
restore order and respect for law in those sections of Kentucky which 
need it most, it will be well worth the money. — Stanfard Interior

More than 600 
9t tbm aanoaneed their intention tc 
enroll again this >-ear. and about 400 
iDtaad to Join the National Guard or 
the Organised Reserve..^. I'ractlrally 
every member of the camp reported 
that he considered the experience n- 
joyatle and profitable, only six stat- 
ing that they had lost tluir inictos- 
In military affairti. Probably a similar 
report could be gathered from tluso 
who havo attcndetl other lanips 
throughout the country. This year ii 
is the intention of the War Depart- 
ment to open the camps on a lanjor 
scale than ever, and all able-bodied 
young men who can spare tbe time 
should arrange to become members. 

The State Department is taking 
steps to simplify and so far as possi' 
bla v> remove passport restrictions, 
and it seems probable that the pass- 
port fee will b» materially reduced. It 
is 110 at present Heretofore it has 
a regulation that an applicant 
for passport would have to certify that 
be had paid his income tax before he 
would bo permitted to embark It is 
reported that the State r>oparimon' 
has notifiPil t!!i- Treasury neparnneiit 
that it can no longer comply with this 
requf nt.
